Thuswa ward 
placed at some disadvantaga, but tha Chamber 
is under great obligations ta you, Mr. Chairman, 
for the tact. fairness. and impartiality you have 
axercised when presiding over the various ‘muct- 
ings of Committee. A nombor of important 
and vary difficult qnestions.remain for yoar-new 
Committes,to grapple with.. First and foremost 
isthe infringomont ‘of International Treaties. 
‘Chore is not 9 doubt that the Chinese Govorn, 
‘mont diring 1892-encrowhed ‘upon our treaty 
rights, and tampered with their obligations 
under the Chefoo Convention, Duritz 1890 Sir 
Chaloner Alabaster sucoie led in’ gaining par- 
tial rucogaition of onr right to send goods from 
Canton into tho intarinr andar transit pass, but. 
tha Provincial anthoritios.soon took alarm at a 
change that threatened to interfere with the 
native Customs levies, which ao soriously fetter 
inland trade, and they began in Decembsr, 1891, 
a systematic attempt tocrash our rights, “How 
have they anoceoded ? Tho transit pisa trades 
from Osnton in 1890 was Tis. 195.117,- in 
1891 it bnd gcown to Tle. 1,731,584, where 
as in 1892 it bad dwindled down to Tis.
